a, knockout, dropped his guard, and 
Nelson with a right swing, caught the 
Mexican on the side of the'jaw, stag- 
geiing nim 
The rush of Nelson then 


sent the Mexican up against the ropes 
and Nelson, although groggy "him- 
self appealed to ha\e the darki-skin- 
ned fighter dizzy 


The gong saved a knockout, though

HE Democratic State Convention of California adooted 


the following plank in its platfoim. 


"We heartily endorse the Newlanda' Inigatlon act for 


the reclamation of arid land by government aid. 
This 


measure was iiamed by a Democrat and became a law 
through the energetic efforts of the Democrats in Congress. 
Under its bpniflcent effects Califoinia is destined to become 
a State of small but numerous holdings 
If enfoiced in 


the spirit that animated the Democrats, thioug-h whose 
efforts1 it was passed this act -will reclaim vast tracts of 
the State for home seekeis, and the resultant small hold- 
ing's -nill not lonly contubute to the States domestic de-

Congressional committee, and was passed in the House of 
Representatives by a vote, the majority of which was 
Democratic, and against the strenuous opposition of the 
Republican, leaders 
Of the vote agaiinst the bill, three- 


fourths was Republican, and one-fourth Democratic 


The fact then remains that though the Republics were 


in power in the Htouse they did not pass the bill, but that 
the Democratic party furnishekl it active and vigorous 
Supporters.

180 acres. 
All the provisions of the bill which guarded 


against Jand monopoly were contained in the original bir» 
by Mr Nevi lands before Mr. Roosevelt became President. 


Then the Chronicle insists that the measure only made 


headway wh-en forcibly brought to the front in Mr. Roose- 
velt's message to Congress. 
On the contrary, the fact is 


that the Newlands' bill had been thoroughly fought out 
in the committees of the Senate and of the House at the 
short sessions of Fifty-Sixth Congress before Mr. Ropse- 
velt became President! 
ltd principles had been in- 


dorsed by^the western Senators and Representatives, and 
Senator Hansbrough had been requested to Introduce the 
Newlands' bill in the Senate. 
Its principles were approved 


by1 the Committee on Public Lands of the Senate, by the 
Committee on Public Lands of the House, and by the Com- 
mittee on Arid Lands of the House before Mr. Roosevelt 
became President. 


It did not come up for passage, because Congress ad- 


journed on the 4th of March, 1901, the session being a very 
short one, but it w,aa universally accepted as a solution of 
the entire question. 
When Mr. Roosevelt became Pres- 


ident he simply 
indorsed the principles of a measure 


already framed and well on its way toward passage, and 
even after he indorsed it he was unable to pursuade the 
leaders of his own party to aid it. Assuming even that it 
was a Roosevelt measure, he had to rely upon the Demo- 
crats of the House to pass it.

jured Near Goldfield 


Dr. R. F. Kane, a dentist of this city 


was thrown from a large wagon, while 
driving from Tonopah to Goldfleld last 
week and had his right leg broken. He 
also suffered other injuries and nar- 
rowly .escaped being killed.

Arriving- here he was put on No. 13 


Sunday night and accompanied by a 
friend left for San Francisco, where 
bis Injuries will be attended to 


The doctor had 'started for Tonopah 


with a team 
of two 
horses 
and a 


heavily loaded wagon, and was driving 
on a steep grade when the accident 
occurred. Th-e horses became frighten- 
ed while on the grade and started to 
run. 
The doctor tried to stop them 


from running over the embankment, 
but they ran so close to the edge that 
the wagon was overturned and the 
driver was thrown down the side of 
the grade. 


In falling, however, the doctor was 


thrown quite a ways down the embank- 
ment, which saved him from being 
crushed by the wagon. The horses suc- 
ceeded in breaking from the vehicle 
and kept the road Into Goldfleld. 


There were quite a number of trav- 


elers on the road between Tonopah and 
G-oldfleld this time of the year, and the 


octor had not -been lying by the aide 


of the road very long before help ar- 
rived. 
He was taken in to Tonopah 


where his wounds were 
temporarily 


dressed. 
He was then put on a stage 


and hurried to Carson, where he was 
put on the train for this city. 


It is not thought that the doctor's 


injuries are serious and in a few weeks 
he will probably be in this city ,once 
more. 
He •will remain In Reno a few 


weeks after he is well and will then 
go to •Goldfleld.
